Greetings Fellow Alumnae, 


Our MGH Nurses’ Alumnae Association continues to actively pursue its goal of supporting nursing edu- 
cation & elucidating and preserving our history. Our current membership stands at 851 active members 
(dues paid); 990 inactive; 1514 “lost,” (no contact information known). We should have more accurate 
numbers with an updated database so I will not publish the “lost” list this year. 

We continue to struggle with the adaptive changes we are making within the organization and are mindful 
of more changes to come. We have made the database more efficient and easier for our aging selves to uti- 
lize, making the information there easier to access and convey upon request; a small group has worked hard 
to maximize our physical space at the hospital, sending some materials to storage and others to the recycle 
bin in order to increase our work & filing capacity. On the negative side, we are still trying to absorb the 
myriad small-but-crucial jobs that were all done by Marlene Norton prior to her retirement; we have sus- 
pended, at least for this year, the continuing education program usually held on Friday of Homecoming 
weekend, to be reevaluated in the fall; I have had more difficulty this year getting the publications out on 
time, in part because it is such a solo activity.

The news clipping at left is one of several recently found in a box in the MGH 
warehouse. The article is summarized in, “The Nurse: A Monthly Journal of 
Practical Knowledge,” v. 2, no. 1, Jan. 1915: 


“Miss Grace K. Perkins, a Boston nurse, won the distinction of being the first 
nurse who ever etherized a patient for an English surgeon. She is a graduate of 
the Massachusetts General Hospital (1907) and was one of the first nurses called 
upon to go to England with the Red Cross Unit. In England, no person without 
i; amedical degree is allowed to perform this work. The report states that the 

|; English surgeons were surprised to learn that administering anesthetics is a part 
of the training in some of the American hospitals.” The photo shows her wear- 
ing her Red Cross uniform, and the caption reads, “Miss Grace Perkins, in 
charge of operating room at the American Women’s Relief Hospital at Paignton, 
Eng.” 
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Grace Perkins, class of 1907 and a classmate were appointed as permanent 
anaesthetizers for the surgical services of the MGH in 1909. An article by her, 
“The Method of Administering and Various Forms of Anaesthesia in Use at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital,” appeared in the very first issue of this maga- 
zine, January, 1911. It begins, “During the past two years I have anaesthetised 
in the vicinity of 1800 patients without serious mishap at the time of operation. 

Neither has there been a serious case of ether pneumonia resulting.” She goes 
oe ee ees ers en LC detail her methods used in giving anaesthesia.

Bertella Tompkins Fund 


This fund was established in 1991 by the estate of Bertella Tompkins (class of 1905), “for 
the benefit of graduates of the MGH School of Nursing.” Funds are available for mem- 
bers of the MGH NAA who need assistance with health care related expenses not cov- 
ered by insurance or other funding, up to a maximum of $4000.00 per year and $12,000 
lifetime. These might include items such as hearing aids, medication, insurance co-pays. 
These funds may also be used, with Board approval, for major projects that would bene- 
fit the membership as a whole. The fund currently contains $556,000, of which about 
$12,000 is dispersed each year, an amount approximately equal to the annual accrued 
interest. During 2018, the fund assisted one graduate with payment for hearing aids. 
Currently two requests are pending. Over the years a total of about $70,000 has been

Heslin Fund 


Phyllis Brissette Heslin was class of 1939. Her obituary in the Quarterly Record of 
Spring, 1999 notes that she wrote the Question & Answer column in the AJN for “many 
years.” She taught at the SON for a number of years. The total of the estate received in 
2002 was $284,413.76 in unrestricted funds. At the annual meeting in 2002 a vote ap- 
proved the use of the money for historical or archival purposes and the promotion of the 
nursing profession. The fund has been used to substantially support the Sundial com- 
memorative bronze and is currently being used to support our oral history, digitiza- 
tion and other history-related projects.

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Student Awards 


Each year the MGH NAA gives five $5000 scholarship awards to students in the MGH IHP School of 
Nursing. Each of the awards is named, with three going to students in the DEN program and two going 
to students in the Accelerated BSN program. Below is a summary of the criteria for each award, along 
with some description of its namesake and the name of the student who received the award in 2017 and 
2018. 


Ruth Sleeper Scholarship 


Ruth Sleeper was a distinguished graduate of the MGH SON class of 1922. 
She was the Director of the MGH School of Nursing and Nursing Service and 
from 1946 to 1966. She worked diligently for the advancement of nursing and 
early on saw the need for higher nursing education. In 1945 she helped facili- 
tate the affiliation of Radcliffe College with MGH School of Nursing that con- 
tinued for a number of years. Throughout her tenure as director she continued 
to encourage the expansion of nursing education and promoted nursing re- 
search. She was a national leader, having been the National League for 
Nursing’s first president and having received the prestigious Florence Nightin- 
gale award. She had a vision of nursing education being at the Master’s level at 
MGH and actively advocated for this and for all health professions. This led 
directly to the establishment of the IHP. She was much loved in her role as an instructor and as Director. 
She was kind, gentle, soft-spoken but firm, always allowing time in her busy schedule to teach classes 
and work with students directly. The recipient for 2018 was Emily Koella. 


Adele Corkum Scholarship 


This Scholarship honors the memory of a beloved graduate of the MGH 
School of Nursing, class of 1934. Her dedication to the School, the hospital, 
and the Alumnae Association was immeasurable. From 1934-1940 she was a 
head nurse, assistant night supervisor from 1940-1942, and then was appoint- 
ed as supervisor of the White Building surgical wards and instructor in surgi- 
cal nursing from 1942-1960. In 1960 she became the Assistant Director for 
the Baker Memorial, the role in which she served until her retirement. Corky 
(as she was known), exemplified the qualities of leadership and discipline, yet 
she was a strong advocate for her nursing students and staff and showed car- 
ing for all who were in her presence. During the years of WWII, sustaining 
extracurricular activities was very important for students and with a shortage 
of senior nurses available on the home-front, she volunteered her time and 
became the advisor to the student council. She had keen insight into the needs of the students and re- 
mained a great favorite of theirs. In words said by her minister at her memorial service in 1986, “Corky 
was our friend and mentor. She was truly a mother to us all. She animated our living and listened to our 
fears. She guided us, disciplined us, organized us, set high standards and expected our best efforts. She 
made lists for us, gave precious gifts to us, and even named our transgressions for us. But, the discipline 
was embroidered with compassion; the high standards gilded with great expectations. Her nursing was 
not just a profession, but a way of life. She elicited from us only what she demanded of herself. Her 
leadership was born of love. Her power, strength and love touched our lives.” Corky died suddenly on 
Easter Sunday, 1986. She was on her way to Easter Services at the Old West Church on Cambridge 
Street. She had a cart with food for the reception, and freshly laundered vestments for the minister. Per 
usual, she was helping others. In choosing the recipient for this award, we look for someone who em- 
bodies the qualities of Adele Corkum — admirable, diligent, extraordinary, loyal, energetic, loving, car- 
ing, inspiring, spiritual, kind, understanding, insightful, and always looking out for others. The recipi- 
ent for 2018 was Keri Marinelli. 
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Mary Flannery Caira Scholarship 


The Mary Flaherty Caira award was established in 2014. Mary graduated from MGH SON in 
1959. While raising a family and working full time she went on to receive her BSN and a Mas- 
ters in Healthcare Administration. She has served the NAA in multiple capacities for 55 years 
and is currently chair of the Tompkins Fund. 

The criteria for the award include a dedicated student in the master’s in nursing program in 
good academic standing, who has completed the generalist program at the MGH IHP and who 
is actively engaged in the educational process while concurrently employed. A candidate 
should be a professional nursing student whose clinical proficiency, leadership, education, and 
mentoring skills demonstrate a dedication to quality patient and family care. In addition the 
student should demonstrate a commitment to serve in organized professional groups and asso- 
ciations whose mission is to advance, support and lead professional practice and the individuals likewise com- 
mitted. The award was established June 25, 2014. 


The recipient for 2018 was Micayla Freehan. 


Miriam “Mim” Huggard Scholarshi 


Miriam “Mim” Huggard, a 1931 graduate of the MGH School of Nursing, spent her entire 
career at the Massachusetts General Hospital. Mim was born and raised in New Brunswick 
Canada and entered the MGH Training School for Nurses in 1928. She worked as a staff 
nurse in the Baker Memorial Building, and in 1942 she was appointed a Nursing Supervisor 
in the MGH Phillips House and a part time nursing instructor in the MGH Staff Education 
Department. From 1965 to her retirement in 1976, Mim served with distinction as the Di- 
rector of the MGH Phillips House Nursing Service. Following her retirement she remained 
at MGH, volunteering in various areas including the MGH NAA where she continued to 
support the association through board membership, committee work and as the NAA histo- 
rian. In addition, from 1939 until its closure in 1980, Mim was the Treasurer of the Sick 
Relief Fund, a group of MGH graduates who provided support for MGH NAA members 
who did not have sick pay or health insurance. She volunteered in the MGH Flower Shop 
three days a week and in the MGH Nurses’ Alumnae Office two days a week. In 1997 the MGH NAA awarded 
her the Unsung Hero Award for her tireless dedication to the Alumnae Association. She was later awarded the 
Alumnae Achievement Award for excellence, innovation, and dedication to the practice of nursing at the 1254 
Celebration of Nursing Education at the MGH in 1998. Mim was a gracious and noble woman who exemplified 
all that embodies nursing. As a teacher and mentor she passed this legacy on to countless numbers of MGH 
nurses. In her memory and in honor of her work and dedication to both the MGH and the MGH NAA, this 
scholarship is given to a student in the MGH IHP School of Nursing Accelerated BSN Program at the start of 
their final semester. 

Criteria for the Miriam “Mim” Huggard Scholarship include first, demonstration of exemplary clinical skills 
during the first three semesters of the program (faculty should give specific examples in letters of recommenda- 
tion) and second, embodiment of the core values that made Mim an exceptional nurse, leader and mentor. Con- 
sideration will be given to a student who is working or who has worked at the MGH or, in lieu of such, a student 
who is placed at the MGH in the Role Immersion/Clinical Elective course in the final semester of the program. 

Faculty of the Accelerated BSN Program should submit letters of recommendation for students who meet the 
criteria by the end of March to the MGH Nurses’ Alumnae Association. Nursing student candidates should sub- 
mit a clinical exemplar/narrative describing a situation that best describes a meaningful nursing experience. The 
MGH NAA Board will make a final decision and award the scholarship prior to the start of the final semester 
(May) to assist with tuition.

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Lloyd Nichols Staats Scholarship 


The Lloyd Nichols Staats Scholarship is established under the aegis of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital Nurses’ Alumnae Association (MGH NAA) Endowed Fund at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital (MGH) Institute School of Nursing. It is presented to a student 
in the Accelerated BSN program at the start of the final semester to assist with tuition cost. 

This scholarship was founded by Mary Hortense Staats, a resident of Ohio who graduated 
from the MGH School of Nursing in 1937. She continued her education, obtaining a Bache- 
lor of Science in Nursing Education from Columbia University and a Master of Health Edu- 
cation from Boston University as well as a certificate from Simmons College for Women in 
Public Health Nursing. She worked in public health nursing with the Boston Visiting Nurs- 
ing Association, and as a school nurse and Health Department nurse in Montclair NJ, and in 
the rehabilitation program of the Community Health Society of New York City. In February 1943, she entered 
the Navy Nurse Corps from which she retired in 1964. Her service career included front line duty in World 
War II at US Mobile Hospital Ten, Command South Pacific at the Russells, British Solomon Islands and US 
Mobile Hospital Five, Noumea, New Caledonia. In retirement she lived on a farm, showing and breeding Santa 
Gertrudis beef cattle. Her hobby was genealogical and historical research and was active in many organiza- 
tions. Born in 1908 she was the oldest of three children but the only one to live past the age of ten. She died in 
1994 at the age of 86. Her estate funded a scholarship for nursing students to be set up by the MGH Nurses’ 
Alumnae Association in memory of her brother Lloyd who died when he was just one year old. 

The faculty of the Accelerated BSN Program nominates and selects the individual to receive this Scholarship 
annually.

The Barbara A. Dunderdale Day and Annual Lecture on the Future of Nursing Date: June 4, 2019 


The Barbara Dunderdale Annual Lecture on the Future of Nursing was created in 2014 by the 
Department of Nursing and a grateful family to honor Barbara’s (class of 1963) forty plus years 
of outstanding contributions to and leadership at the MGH. 


This year’s speaker will be Dr. Greer Glazer, PhD, RN, Dean of the College of Nursing and 
Associate Vice President for Health Affairs, University of Cincinnati, a distinguished educator, 
scholar and researcher. In addition to her university commitments she is also currently part of 
a National Academy of Medicine Committee studying the future of nursing 2020-2030. 


The lecture will take place Tuesday, June 4, 2019, 1:30 -3 pm in the O’Keefe Auditorium at 
MGH. It is free and open to all with a reception following.

Your Association maintains an ongoing relationship with the MGH Institute of Health Professions 
(HP), supporting faculty and students with annual scholarships in addition to disbursements from the en- 
dowments gifted to them from the NAA. Additionally last year donations of $5000. each were made to 
the Fall Fundraising Event and to the newly created Linda Andrist Scholarship Fund on the occasion of 
her retirement from the IHP. Board members represent the NAA by attending and/or participating in 
events at the IHP during the year, including graduation and awards ceremonies. 


Most of these events were described in the December issue of Beyond The Cap and include Commence- 
ment, the Fall Fundraiser, Convocation, the “Generalist Ceremony” (in which students are recognized for 
the completion of the RN portion of their program), reception for the opening of the newly named Sanders 
Impact Center promoting a team approach to care, the dedication of the Ruth Sleeper Center for Clinical 
Education and Wellness, named in Miss Sleeper’s honor at the request of the major donor to the center, 
one of our own alumnae, and now three pinning ceremonies, each one presenting a different NAA scholar- 
ship. 


Dr. Inez Tuck Dean School of Nursing IHP, Dr. Paula Milone-Nuzzo, President IHP attended our Board 
meeting last April to detail some of their progress, plans and hopes for the Institute. They are planning a 
number of certificate programs as the degree programs are at capacity. These include a program in Nurs- 
ing Education and one in Informatics. There is a Mind-Body Certificate program in place which has been 
revised. A Global Health Certificate program has been refined. Addictions and Climate and Health Certifi- 
cate programs are under development. There is an annual SON lectureship and MGH NAA participation 
and co-sponsorship are solicited. 


Board members Ann Collins and Bobbie Nemeskal presented at a forum with IHP NP students, sharing 
their history and experiences with today’s students. Hopefully this effort will strengthen the connection 
between ourselves and our successor institution and lead to further dialogue. 


The status of the endowments was reviewed with the NAA Board by our Endowment Committee this 
year. The original gift of $10,320.76 was collected by the Massachusetts General Hospital Alumnae Asso- 
ciation with further gifting of $11,268.15 for a total amount of $21,588.91 to be held In Trust at the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital to be known as The Massachusetts General Hospital Training School for 
Nurses Endowment, April 1934. In agreement with the MGH NAA, the MGH, and the MGH IHP 

the Trust is retained by the hospital and invested in the MGH long-term pool with annual distribution to 
the MGH IHP as determined by the MGH NAA, MGH, and the MGH IHP. The endowment has grown to 
nearly $3.5 million with an annual distribution of approximately $150,000 directed toward salary support 
for nursing faculty. The MGH NAA Endowment Fund, established in 2009 with a gift of $125,000 is cur- 
rently valued at approximately $177,900. Invested in the MGH long-term pool, the distribution is 
directed per the MGH IHP for nursing school support.

“The MGH this week filed a letter of intent with the city of Boston to construct a new state-of-the-art building 
complex, featuring 12 levels of clinical inpatient and outpatient space, support services and six levels of under- 
ground parking. The regulatory review process is estimated to take 18 months, and if the project is approved, the 
first phases of construction could start in 2020. Cost is expected to be $1 billion, raised mostly through philan- 
thropic efforts. The proposed building will be situated along Cambridge Street, North Grove Street, Blossom 
Street and Parkman Street. Preliminary plans call for cancer and heart to be the major centers of excellence in the 
new facility. As part of the project, the Parkman Garage, Lawrence House, Ruth Sleeper Hall, the West End 
House, the Professional Office Building and an unoccupied structure on North Anderson Street will be removed.”

Ruth Sleeper Hall, the former Winchell School, is 
slated for demolition and will be one of the first to 
go. It is still the only building on the campus named 
for a nurse. Perhaps the alumnae should consider an 
appropriate means of assuring that Miss Sleeper’s 
legacy continues to be recognized on the campus. 


The Nursing History Committee is a group working under the aegis of MGH Patient Care Services. 
The recently expanded group is comprised of interested individuals from Patient Care Services, the MGH 
NAA, the Russell Museum, a research librarian formerly at Treadwell Library, a former faculty member of 
the MGH SON and others including local nurse/historian, Mary Ellen Doona. This group meets monthly to 
work on several joint initiatives and projects. In addition to the ongoing work of digitizing our archival mate- 
rials and gathering oral histories, we are beginning a focus on the upcoming 150th anniversary in 2023 of the 
founding of our school. We are interested in thoughts and ideas of ways to commemorate this, especially in 
light of the loss of Sleeper Hall. 


Last year we displayed here the Night Nurse” door card. We have since received a second card, this 
one from Dorothy Willis Rainwater,’62: “Relief Nurse.” On the reverse is the all-occasion mes- 
sage, “Sleeping.” I still don’t have confirmation that these were placed on the doors of dormitory 
rooms to encourage quiet, but believe that’s the case. These insignificant looking bits of ephemera 
encapsulate a way of life and learning that would be difficult to find today, and help tell our story to 
those that follow. 

We are grateful to those individuals and families who have donated their memorabilia. Each piece has a sto- 
ry to tell that needs to be documented. We continue to actively seek donations of physical items and memories 
in the form of oral histories. 
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Notes from the Russell Museum 


The year 2018 was another busy one for the Paul S. Russell, MD 
Museum of Medical History and Innovation. Much of the muse- 
um’s exhibit work continued to center around MGH’s involve- 
ment in World War I. In the display case in the hospital’s main 
lobby, the museum installed four three-month installments of its 
series on the topic, and on the museum’s first floor, installed a 
WWI exhibit. On display are items once owned by MGH nurse 
Catherine Carleton, RN, including her cape, cap, trunk and bed- 
roll. 


Also on the first floor, museum staff refreshed the patient care 
exhibit to expand its scope beyond nursing and to include an activ- 
ity to help visitors understand the Epic medical records system. 


In the Putnam Gallery, the exhibit “Steel Chains to Brain Waves: 
Charlestown Then and Now” was followed by “The Medium is 
the Message: MGH’s School of Medical Illustration, 1941-1965,” 
which is on display until mid-April. 


George and Nancy Putnam, for whom the Putnam Gallery is 
named, honored the museum with a second gift: a $2 million en- 
dowment. 


Last year the inaugural MGH History Award was presented to 
—— =! Patricia Austen for her work in preserving the hospital’s art and 
Window in Sarah’s Office historical objects and has since been renamed for her. The muse- 
um looks forward to hosting the celebration of the second recipi- 
ent of the Patricia R. Austen, RN, MGH History Award this spring. 


The museum welcomed more than 28,000 visitors and approximately 170 groups, 25 of which also 
enjoyed medical simulation sessions run by the MGH Learning Lab. The museum hosted more than 
120 events, including 12 museum lectures. 


Coming up this spring in the museum’s lecture series: on April 1, “Precision Medicine in Diabetes: 
An Approach for the 21st Century,” by Jose C. Florez, MD, PhD, of the MGH Diabetes Center; on 
May 14, “Obesity: A Rising Threat to Global Health,” by Fatima Cody Stanford, MD, of the MGH 
Weight Center; and on June 11, "Taking Care of the Hateful Patient: Revisiting a Landmark Publi- 
cation 40 Years Later,” a conversation between paper author Jim Groves, MD, and John Herman, 
MD, both of MGH Psychiatry. 


There are two areas of opportunity for volunteering with the museum: The first is helping with the 
Special Collections in Somerville. At this reposito- _ 
ry of MGH artifacts, help is needed to organize, 
catalog and photograph items. The second is the 
docent program, which involves contact with the 
public and working in the museum. If you are in-

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@ Half a Century 


Patricia Beckles 


“Neonatal nurse, Pat Beckles, RN, began working at MGH in 1959. When she re- 
tired from full-time service in 1993, she continued to work per-diem through 2015, 
making her one of MGH’s longest serving nurses. During the course of her career, 
Beckles worked as a ward helper, night nurse, special-duty nurse, transport nurse, and 
school nurse. She was a member of the MGH Minority Nurse Recruitment & Reten- 
tion Committee and AMMP (Association of Multicultural Members of Partners), was 
active in the New England Regional Black Nurses Association, and still works with 
a the Nursing History Committee at MGH. In her more than five decades as a nurse, 

=] Beckles witnessed many changes.” Although not a graduate of our SON, Pat has been 
a mentor to many of us over the years. She shared with our Nursing History Committee an article she wrote for 
Caring Headlines, the Nursing Department’s publication, recalling some of her experiences of more than fifty 
years working at MGH and has graciously allowed me to reprint it here - ed. 


Nineteen fifty-nine, what a wonderful year! Five years after graduating as an RN I had a wonderful husband, 
a beautiful four year-old daughter and we had just bought a new house. I decided I needed a change. I told my 
husband I would go to work to help buy furnishings for our new home. I had worked on the pediatric floor at 
MGH as a ward helper the year I graduated from high school and I had enjoyed taking care of the toddlers so I 
applied for a job there as a night nurse, and a wonderful white-haired lady named Miss Grady hired me. Thus it 
began. 

At that time there was no such thing as a Newborn Intensive Care Unit. This was in the days when the par- 
ents brought their children to the hospital in their car or a taxi. Sometimes, by the time they arrived at the hos- 
pital it was too late. The idea of a transport team to go out, in either an ambulance or a helicopter, to pick up 
babies had not yet been conceived. There was no such thing as ventilators for infants. What now seems routine 
was unthinkable then. 

The isolettes today are such a far cry from the old Armstrong incubators we used then. They were rectangular 
boxes that had a hinged cover on the top that we opened to put the baby inside. In order to provide moisture for 
the baby we had to pour water into a reservoir in the bottom of the incubator. We soon realized that unless we 
poured vinegar into the water, the water rapidly became breeding ground for bacteria. There were the same 
type of incubators that they used for the Dionne quintuplets of Canada. This was a time of learning by trial and 
error. | 
We did not have monitors to observe the babies’ vital signs. We relied on our eyes and instincts to tell us 
when something was going wrong. We depended a lot on the babies to let us know when we needed to inter- 
vene on their behalf. It was a wonderful day when we started using pumps on the intravenous fluids instead of 
trying to regulate the amount of fluid a baby received by a screw clamp on the IV tubing. We had an adult drip 
tubing and you had to calculate how many drops per minute for each baby. Sometimes the baby would receive 
too much fluid too fast and then we had to take other measures to correct that. 

I remember the very first time I went out in the ambulance to pick up a sick infant we took a paper bag with a 
couple of syringes and a few meds. We taped our stethoscope to the baby’s chest to monitor his heart rate. We 
had no endo tubes or laryngoscopes or ambu bags or masks. I shudder when I think of how confident we were. 
But we always managed to bring the baby safely back to MGH. Today it is like going out with a miniature hos- 
pital: we take ventilators with us, we can intubate the babies and start treatment right in the home hospital. We 
take a doctor and respiratory technician out on transport also, so the babies’ care begins the minute we arrive. 

I was on duty the first time we used a positive pressure tube to keep a baby’s lungs inflated. It was a 
cylinder of water on the wall that had oxygen blown though it, and the water had to be kept at a cer- 
tain level to maintain the proper pressure in order not to blow out the baby’s lungs. One of my jobs 
was to keep the water level in the cylinder constant, not allowing it to fall. 

That was one scary night, but I had plenty of company; several doctors stayed in the nursery with 
me all night long. It was a new experience for them too, and they must have been frightened. The 
next thing they tried was an adult ventilator called an Emerson. This was a huge machine about the 
size of a washer or dryer, and it was a volume ventilator. The danger of this machine of course was 
that too much volume and we could blow out the baby’s lungs. Fortunately this never happened, but I 
still sweated out many a night. One thing I was so grateful for was the team of respiratory technicians

we had on duty. Whenever I paged them they would always come immediately. I learned so much from them 
about ventilators and how to keep my babies safe. After many trials with machines such as the dog ventilator 
and the puffer machine, we now have machines that are geared just for our babies. We used to have to jerry-rig 
endo tubes because we didn’t have any the right size. We now have equipment that is perfect for our small pa- 
tients. The technology has improved so much, and many babies have benefitted from this knowledge. 

When I started working at MGH as an RN nurses wore white uniforms and white shoes and stockings. Every 
nurse wore the cap of the school from which she had graduated. It was very interesting to talk to the nurses and 
find out their experiences in different parts of the country, and even other countries. We had a night supervisor 
named Miss Smith. Her shoes were always whitened and her MGH cap was always straight on top of her head. 
She always wore a navy blue sweater draped around her shoulders, as she had to cover the Bulfinch building as 
well as Pediatrics, and those corridors were always drafty. I always dreaded the nights that she was not on du- 
ty. She came around at midnight and checked every patient, and then checked their intake and output sheets to 
determine if the patient had received the correct amount of fluids, and to make sure their urine output was suffi- 
cient. She would also stand up for her nurses and tell the doctors if they were wrong. In those days doctors 
were considered omnipotent and nurses were supposed to be subservient. She taught me that as long as I was 
doing the right things for my patients and following MGH protocols (and she knew them all or she knew where 
to find them) that she would always go to bat for me. What a comforting feeling for a young nurse. I gained a 
lot of confidence from her to advocate for my small charges. The Director of Nurses, Miss MacDonald, also let 
it be known that her door was open from seven to eight each morning, and any nurse could just stop in and say 
hi or discuss a problem. I spent many mornings in there after a hard night, and she always had some wise ad- 
vice to make me a better nurse. 

When I started at MGH we were still dissolving a tablet of morphine in a spoonful of saline held over an ether 
lamp. The thought of that reminds me of how far we have come in medicine. In the “olden” days intravenous 
fluids came in glass bottles and were heavy and cumbersome to handle. Thermometers were glass and often 
broke. Have you ever tried to pick up mercury? It is almost impossible to get it all up. Now everything is in 
plastic. The IV fluids come in easy to carry plastic bags, and in smaller bags for our babies. Now most meds 
are computerized and we use machines to scan the patient’s name to prevent medication errors. We have come 
a long way. 

I have witnessed so many great changes and improvements in my long career here at MGH. I am so glad I 
decided to stay here. I have seen the evolution of a nursery into a Neonatal Intensive Care Unit. What a thrill 
to know how many lives we have saved! I have met some wonderful people and have made lifelong friends. I 
have seen doctors show their emotions to their patients and not be ashamed or diminished by it. I wouldn’t 
have missed this journey for anything. Now I know how the time flew by, and I am so grateful for having been 
a part of such an exciting era! ~~~~

For comparison, at left is a page from the 1883 MGH SON catalog 
detailing the topics covered in the course at that time. And at the other 
end of the timeline, recent statistics include the following: Staff report- 
ing to the chief nurse grew from approximately 2,700 in 1996 to 6,500 in 
2017 - nearly 40 percent of MGH’s total workforce. This includes PT, 
OT, Speech, Respiratory, Social Service, the Volunteer Program and 
Chaplaincy, all of which have become part of the Nursing Department, 
now known as Patient Care Services. The Norman Knight Nursing Cen- 
ter within PCS is responsible for the professional development and re- 
quired training of more than 7,300 nurses and Patient Care Services staff 
and for providing over 17,000 nursing contact hours for nearly 6,000 
learners via 190 plus Nursing Continuing Education Programs annually. 
The Yvonne L. Munn Center for Nursing Research has generated more 
than $7 million in research funding since being established. 86.4 percent 
of MGH nurses have a bachelor’s degree or greater; there are 80 doctor- 
ally prepared nurses on staff, among the highest number of any hospital 
in the country. More than 300 nurses, from over 50 organizations in 
Maine have completed the Lunder-Dineen Health Education Alliance of 
Maine’s Preceptor Education Program. The program content was used by 
MGH’s Global Health Program to meet nursing leadership education 
needs in Tanzania, Africa. I would add, all standing on the shoulders of 
people like Pat Beckles and our alumnae —ed.

It moulded my 
life on the lines of usefulness, it gave me a profession I have always loved and been proud of and, a store of hap- 
py memories which are a never-failing source of pleasure.”

“You have every reason to be proud of the place this school holds among its contemporaries. These standards 
have been given to you as a precious gift from the founders and maintained by the present administration. This 
standing is by no means your right of possession. It is your right only in so far as you have made yourself worthy 
of the school by doing as individual nurses, creditable work. I beg of you to uphold always those principles 
which have been here demonstrated to you not only by precept but by what is far more important, demonstrated 
by example.” Sally Johnson, Class of 1910, April, 1928. 


“Tn this institution there has always been an understood policy, though unspoken, really a tradition, that the 
workers within the hospital shall, without persuasion and without praise, give their best in so far as that is human- 
ly possible. This tradition is the pride and glory of the Massachusetts General Hospital.” Sally Johnson, class of 
1910, in her annual report of the school, February, 1933. 


“After she passed away, we found a hatbox with ‘of course’ her MGH cap still in her closet. Thank you to the 
Alumnae Association for continuing to support education for nurses that is needed even more now.” Part of a 
lovely note sent to the NAA by the sister of Janet Meserve Rattray, Barbara Buswell, a retired MGH dietician.

She is survived by her 
two children and several grandchildren. 


Hope Harlow Moody, 98, died July 16, 2015. 
Born in Old Town, ME, she attended local schools. 
Following high school she attended Colby College, 
then transferred to the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital where she graduated in 1940, marrying within 
a year. During her working life Hope concentrated 
mainly on obstetrical nursing, working in Hospitals 
in Framingham, MA., Augusta, ME and for many 
years at Eastern Maine General Hospital in Ban- 
gor. After her retirement, Hope went on to provide 
special care to a number of elderly family members 
in New England. A wonderfully caring, giving, 
and loving person, Hope is best remembered by 
her friends and relatives for her unfailing good hu- 
mor and positive spirit. She is survived by two 
children and 3 grandchildren.

Anna Elizabeth Pritchard Dunbar. This obitu- 
ary turned up accidently while googling something 
else - the cap caught my eye, there is no mention of 
MGH in the text. The obituary records that she was 
a “World War II Army nurse, retiring from the Na- 
val Medical Center San Diego (Balboa Hospital) in 
1982.”

My dream began with a high school Eng- 
lish teacher. Unforgettable, of tall, stately, bosomy 
stature, her voice projecting to the rear of the class- 
room, Shakespeare lived! I wanted to be an Eng- 
lish major, teaching the great poets and philoso- 
phers. That seemed like more pleasure than work. 

There was no way to finance a liberal arts 
college education for me. My dream retired to a 
small corner of my mind, going the way others 
willed me to go. Will can be broken then mending 
becomes the way. 


I did not aspire to be a nurse. The alterna- 
tive was to work with machines in an office. I 
joined with 90 other mostly 18 year old high school 
graduates in a 3 year diploma program at Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital. The first 6 months were 
probationary, ending with a practical examination 
supervised by a nursing arts instructor and practice 
on a life sized dummy with all the apertures. We 
drew lots for supervisor and procedure. 

My lot was Miss Poppins, top nursing 
instructor, all white and starch, so intimidating, and 
the procedure was an oil retention enema! At that 
moment my anxiety was paralyzing. I spilled the 
oil all over my fingers and the equipment, unable to 
grasp a thing, the whole mess fell to the floor, and I 
fled out the door. After managing some compo- 
sure, I approached her office, door to which was 
ajar. A gruff voice said, "You will knock before 
you enter.” 

“T think I’m up the wrong tree, Miss Poppins.” 
“You are a good student academically, you will 
learn to give enemas with practice.” 

Yeah, that’s my dream. 

Failure was not an option for me so I 
stayed. And as the saying goes, it was a blessing in 
disguise. It was being part of a treatment team in a 
great hospital like MGH, feeling at close hand the 
fabric of the human condition from beginning to 
ending, having a bevy of lifelong sisters, reuniting 
at annual MGH homecomings to recount hilarious 
stories of our experiences over and over again. 

Fast forward many, many years, seated 
before a writer, a no nonsense teacher, facilitator of 
a group of elderly writers, who pressures a tired 
and lazy will to write for 20 minutes at the begin- 
ning of our meeting, Amazing how that 20 
minutes finds the store in the corner of your mind 
retired for so very long.

Subsequent- 
ly, she spent 25 years until retirement as a clinical 
partner in a family medicine private practice in Al- 
lenstown, NH. She was held in high esteem by her 
patients and colleagues. She is survived by her hus- 
band of 50 years, her two daughters and a grandson. 


Clair White Murray of Los Altos, CA, passed 
away after a long illness on February 20, 2012. 
Proud of her New England roots, Clair grew up in 
the Boston area, attended Girls Latin School, and 
Massachusetts General Hospital School of Nursing. 
She settled in the Bay Area in the late 1970s and 
worked in the emergency room of a local hospital. 
Her husband predeceased her and they had no chil- 
dren but several devoted nieces and nephews. She 
was a strong advocate for animal rights. 


Louise Kelly Martell sent in a capsule summary 
of her life over the past 50 years which we reprint 
below in her words. 


During the reunion weekend I thought about my 
last 50 years as an MGH SON graduate. When I 
walked across the stage in September 1968, I was 
five months pregnant with my first daughter. I 
knew that I would have to work part time while my 
children were young. I decided to work in a stable 
field in which the medications weren’t going to 
change every other week like they did in med-surg. 
Maternity seemed like a good choice for a while. 
“A while” was almost 40 years. Before we moved 
to Portland, Oregon, in 1971, I had worked as a 
part time staff nurse at Beth Israel and Boston Ly- 
ing-in and had another daughter. “Dull old mater- 
nity nursing” changed in the 1970s with the rise of 
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1968 


(cont.) feminism and women’s demands to control 
their bodies, especially during pregnancy, child- 
birth, and postpartum. I taught childbirth classes 
(mainly Lamaze) and advocated for women’s (and 
men’s) choices. 


I grew disillusioned with the “doing how we’ ve 
always done it” mode of nursing practice. In 1977 
I started clinical teaching for the nursing program 
of the Oregon Health Sciences University (OHSU). 
Teaching gave me the chance to influence nursing 
practice through students. 


I had to face the realities of education require- 
ments for teaching in academic settings. At that 
time I needed a BSN to enter a masters program. 
Getting a BSN in the 1970s was painful when fac- 
ulty assumed I had not had this or that content be- 
cause I had a diploma. I took great delight in prov- 
ing otherwise. (Good for MGH!). I earned a mas- 
ter of nursing (MN) at the University of Washing- 
ton (UW) and a doctorate (PhD) in human develop- 
ment and family sciences from Oregon State Uni- 
versity (OSU). 


I continued to be in nursing education at OHSU 
and later at UW until 2003. I enjoyed using my 
creativity in teaching, research, and writing. I 
taught a variety of subjects from human develop- 
ment to pre-nursing undergraduates to theories for 
graduate students. At UW I continued research on 
the development of mothers. I also developed a 
love of the history of nursing and conducted an oral 
history of maternity nursing during the Baby 
Boom. I have published my findings in various 
journals. 


After UW, I worked in a couple positions in Ore- 
gon until 2008 when I really retired because my 
husband was itching to travel. We had developed a 
love of birdwatching, and most of our travel in- 
volved birds and other wildlife. Consequently 
we’ve been to all seven continents. 


Over the years I have met other MGH grads. We 
usually reminisced about the Bullfinch wards, 
black stockings, and Miss Sherwin. “The MGH 
way influenced our professional and personal 
lives. Overall we were very proud of our nursing 
education. I still am proud after 50 years.

She was one of the original supporters and ad- 
visers of the Boston Women's Health Book Collec- 
tive that published the landmark, "Our Bodies Our 
Selves," in numerous editions. She was a sought- 
after care provider in her practice and a ready 
source of kind and practical advice to any one in 
need. Peg's life was multidimensional and marked 
by creativity and reinvention. After retiring as a 
nurse practitioner, she began working with clay 
and became an accomplished ceramic artist. She 
was very proud to be a member of the Harvard Ce- 
ramic Studio and to have the recognition as well 

as the friendship of her peers. The Studio was a 
place where she studied, practiced and learned. In 
addition to her affinity for clay, Peg was a lover of 
the outdoors. Her knowledge of trees, plants and 
flowers was extensive.
